DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-14, 16, 17, 19, 20, 29-34 and 36 are allowed. 

As to claims 1 and 8, the prior art made of record (i.e. Shiu et al.) teaches 
extracting a transport channel format combination indicator, processing at least two 
transport channel signals and generating a received signal quality signal in dependence 
on the quality (bit error rate) of each transport channel signal prior to channel decoding 
but does not teach said generating including generating an average bit error rate over 
the at least two transport channel signals. 

As to claims 16, 17, 19, 20, 29 and 36, the prior art made of record (i.e. Shiu et 
al.) teaches extracting a transport channel format combination indicator, processing at 
least two transport channel signals and generating a received signal quality signal in 
dependence on the quality (bit error rate) of each transport channel signal prior to 
channel decoding but does not teach generating a received signal quality signal in 
dependence on the bit error rate of the extracted transport channel format combination 
indicator and said generating including generating an average bit error rate over the at 
least two transport channel signals or transmitting the received signal quality signal in a 
control channel. 



Conclusion 

Additional prior art made of record and not relied upon but considered very 
relevant to the applicant's disclosure is Shiu et al, (US 6,983,166) that teaches power 
control schennes to achieve different target SNIRs for each different transport channel 
format.
